Resolved, that: in view of the

JAPAN REALLY BACK NUMBER 


Writer Brings Forward Arguments to 
Prove That the Chinese Are the 
More Progressive. 





It may strike the western reader as 
simply funny, but more than one Chi- 
nese friend has assured me that it is 
the Japanese people who are really 
conservative. And they back up their 


| assertion by evidence other than the 


way in which Japan has clung through 
all historic vicissitudes, to a primitive 
theocracy, John Dewey writes in Asia 
Magazine. They point out, for exam- 
ple that a thousand years ago the Jap- 
anese borrowed the present style of 
elothing and of household furnishing, 
of sitting and sleeping on mats, from 
China; that China has changed sev- 
eral times, moving constantly in the di- 
rection of practical utility, of ingeni- 
ous adaptation of means to needs. The 
Chinese cuisine is another argument. 
It is doubtless the most extensive in 
the world in the variety of material 
employed for food, and also the most 
varied in its combinations. Academic 
analysis may despise arguments drawn 
from food, clothing, shelter and fur- 
uishings. But when one notes the va- 
riety and ingenuity of the processes 
and appliances used in daily life and in 
the crafts, one is certain that the Chi- 
nese mind is naturally observant and 
adaptive. Rut it seems unnecessary to 
labor the question, Many charges have 
been brought against the Chinese, but 
no one has ever accused them of stu- 
pidity. Their undoubted conservatism 
is something to be explained rather 
than an explanation of anything.

To illustrate her theory Miss Kru- 
ger requested her pupils to name 
notes which she struck at random on 
the piaro and a ripple of surprise 
ran through the audience at the per- 
fectly correct answers given every 
time by the children. Transposition 
is another of her “hobbies,” as she 
calls her views and several of the 
pupils transposed without a moment’s 
hesitation various selections to dif- 
ferent keys suggested by the audi- 
ence. ‘che work was yverformed so 
easily and naturally by every child 
that the thoroughness of Miss Kru- 
ger’s training was strongly in evi- 
dence. 

Following the differént examples 
of this method of training an ex- 
tremely good program was played 
to the enjoyment of the people who 
had come to hear the little players. 
The results from’ Miss Kruger’s sys- 
tem are marvelous, the students when 
making mistakes know immediately 
an@the correcting is done by them- 
selves. and the parents are delighted 
with the thoroughness of detail with 
which their children are learning the 
piano. 

To the visitors the program was 
a revelation and. those in the audi- 
lence who had taken music a gen-

LIBRARY SERVICE 





A critical period confronts library 
service in the United States in the 
opinion of library leaders, the Upland 
Public Library declares. More than 
half of the nation is deprived of ac- 
cess to free public libraries, and ex- 
isting libraries in many cases are 
crippled for lack of financial sup- 
port Difficulties are increased by 
widespread resignations of library 
workers because of low salaries. 
Many large city libraries are now 
forced to give service with greatly 
depleted staffs, and in numerous 
small towns Hbraries have been 
obliged to close their doors. 

Public library service will stand 
still or go backward unless greater 
public support is fortheoming, and 
unless librarians and friends of li- 
braries fight for the profession, Am- 
erican Library Association officials 
declare. At a time when libraries 
are barely able to meet the routine 
demands made upon them, the nation 
needs more library service than ever 
before. Ignorance and lack of un- 
derstanding underlie the present in- 
dustrial and social unrest. Libraries 
are among the most potent forces 
for removing this dangerous condi- 
tion. 

The local library has received en- 
couraging reports of progress from 
the American Library Association re- 
garding the “Books for Everybody” 
movement, which seeks to raise a 
$2,000,000 fund for promoting library 
extension and development. Promi- 
nent me nand women of the nation 
now realize the need for standing be- 
hind public libraries. 

Through its “Books for Everybody” 
movement, the American Library As- 
sociation will work to create a pub- 
lic sentiment that will adequately 
support existing libaries and cause 
libraries to be established where 
they do not now exist,

DISABLED SERVICE MEN ARE IN 
TRAINING FOR NEW JOBS 


In a statement issued by the Unit- 
ed States Civil Service Commission 
it is said that the rehabilitation 
branch of the Federal Board for Vo- 
cational Education has nearly 50,000 
men in training to overcome the 
handicaps resulting from war in- 
juries and thereby to become again 
self-supporting. 

A large proportion of these men 
are in training in commercial, trade, 
and agricultural schools. It is stated 
that training assistants qualified in 
these branches of education are urg- 
ently needed by the vocational board 
in order that the work may be prop- 
erly supervised, followed up, and con- 
nected with satisfactory employment 
outlets. It is ‘said that a large num- 
ber of positions can be offered to 
properly qualified persons at initial 
salaries not in excess of $2400 a year. 

Applicants must have an education 
equivalent to graduation from a stan- 
dard high school, and in addition not 
less than two years’ training in col- 
lege or normal school. An additional 
requirement is at least one year’s 
experience in a high, agricultural, or 
industrial school; or in trade, indus- 
try, or agricuiture; or as commis- 
sioned officer in the army, navy, or 
marine corps. 

The Civil Service Commission 
states that it will receive applica- 
tions for these positions until fur- 
ther notice.

This is the warning deductible 
from the sensational revelations con- 
cerning the activities alleged by the 
United States District Attorney at 
|Los Angeles and ‘the postoffice de- 
partment to have been engaged in 
by a group of persons operating as 
the “United Auto Clubs of America, 
Inc’’ with headquarters in Los An- 
geles and solicitors traveling thru- 
out this part of the state. 
Following the arrest last Saturday 
of J. Monroe Flowers who was for- 
merly known as president of the so- 
called “Auto Club of America, Inc.,” 
an organization in no way connect- 
ed with the Auto mobile Club of 
America, a wealthy and_ influential 
organization with headquarters in 
New York City and lately acting as 
general manager of the “United Auto 
Clubs of America, Inc.,” after an in- 
dictment by the Federal grand jur- 
ors had returned against him, 
US. District Attorney O'Conner 
stated that a further and more ex- 
tensive investigation of the ramifi- 
cations of the organization had been 
commenced with a view to protect- 
ing motorists, garage owners, gas 
stations, proprietors and hotel men 
against the alleged fraudulent prac- 
tices of the defendants named in the 
indictment. All motorists who have 
been victimized by Flowers’ agents 
are asked to report the matter at 
once to the®U. S. District Attorney. 
It is claimed by the Federal of- 
ficials that the promotion of this or- 
ganization is the most far-reaching at- 


been 


tempt to capitalize the desire of mo- 
torists to protect their own inter 
ests by “joining hands” that has 


ever been brought to the attention 
of Federal authorities. They say that 
Flowers and his co-defendants also 
sought to make it appear to their in- 
tended victims that they were join- 


ing the Automobile Club of South- 
ern California, the American Auto- 
mobile Association or the real Auto- 
mobile Club of America in New 
York. 

Not a city or town in Southern 
California has escaped the attention 


of Flowers’ agents, according to 
statements of the Federal authori- 
ties. Motorists throughout this end 
of the state have been urged to join 
the organization and to part with 
their money upon the representations 
that they would” secure’ reduced 
prices on gasoline, accessories, re- 
pairs and even groceries and millin- 
ery. “Official memberships” have 
been solicited from “numerous~ ‘per- 
sons, including those conducting oil 
stations, garage men, hotels, dry 
goods houses and other business con- 
cerns and professional men. Federal 
authorities yesterday said they were 
not prepared to state how much mon- 
ey had been secured in this way. 


The charge of fraud made by the 
Government is that Flowers and the

of people by false representations as

Demand in Constantinople Said to 
Greatly Exceed -That of Any 
Year on Record. 

Turks are buying the Christian Bt- 
ble, according to a letter from Con- 
stantinople received by the American 
Bible society, says the New York ive 
ning Post. Disturbed conditions dur- 
ing the last year made Bible printing 
impossible at the Constantinople Bible 
house, a branch of the American Bible 
society, but 24,296 volumes of Holy 
Scriptures were circulated, W. W. Peet, 
Levant agency secretary for the Amer- 
ican Bible society, with headquarters 
at the Bible house in Constantinople, 
writes: “We have before us what will 
prove, I think, to be an unprecedented 
demand for Scriptures for the coming 
year. There are indications from all 
sides that the demand for Scriptures 
will be large, and this In all the lan- 
guages used here. Probably Greek and 
Armentan will lead, though the de- 
mand for Scriptures in the Turkish lan- 
guage will doubtless exceed that of 
any previous year. We are doing all 
we can to get ready.”

In the same manner that coral Is de- 
rived from certain minute sea-insects 
who flourish in the South Pacific, so 
eertain iron ores are obtained from 
particular microscopic organisms. 

That is the latest scientific discovery, 
which promises interesting develop 
ments. 

It has been proved that these germs 
not only aid in the decomposition of 
rocks and in the formation of chalk 
and limestone, but play an active part 
in the forming of iron-ore deposits. 

Laboratory cultures have been made 
of bacteria which deposit tron com- 
pounds both In surface waters and in 
mine water hundreds of feet under 
ground, and the hard crusts and slimy 
masses that choke up water-supply 
pipes have been found to be composed 
of millions of these “iron bacteria.” 


Nothing Green in Death Valley. 

The natural vegetation of Death val- 
ley is scant and stunted, There is not 
a green thing that grows there natural- 
ly. The thorny mesquit trees are of @ 
yellowish-green tinge; so, too, are the 
grease bushes, while the sagebrush Is 
either a yellowish gray or the color of 
ashes. A little round gagird called the 
desert apple grows in some of the can- 
yons. It turns yellow when ripe and 
bes a thin meat within that is exceed, 
ingly bitter. The cactus that grows 
beyond the valley in abundance Is 
rare here. In short, the vegetation of 
Death valley is terribly scant, even in 
comparison with the Mojave desert.
